. Dear Capt.Barrett, 
With reference to our conversation this morn- 
ing, you will remember that in the memo I showed you, a 
Russian was mentioned whose name was not known, but 
whose description was as follows: “age about 40, clean 
shaven, black eyes, Jewish appearance, below medium 
height. Wears rimless pince-nez with -gold chain and 
ear clip.” This man stated that he had recently come 
from Peking and was about to return there. 
It is possible that he is either SOLOVIEFF 
or N.A.KUBIAK, both of whom recently arrived from Peking. 3 
The latter, whois stated in the "New Shenghai Life" of 
March 3rd to be a member of the “Dalrevkoms or Far East- 
ern Revolutionary Committee, is the most likely. I wonder 
if any of your people know whet Solovieff and Kubiak look 
like and can say whether either of them tallies with the 


above description.
